(At that time iC 3', expecting GROSSBAHN AA-8 
to be recalled to service momentarily, had avoided the agent so as. not to 
have to give , him AS 10,000 to buy a motor scooter, which he would not need 
as a captain in the Arny.) 



3* The mother said her son had run out of money and had to borrow 
some from her. it U thereupon gave her AS 2,000, due GROSSBAHN AA-8 
for October and invited her to. taJce whatever she had loaned him and either 
send the balance to Villach or hold it until he came home at Christmas.
